The impress of his 
face was found upon her 
napkin. when he dropped it 
on the blue flowers which 
Were growing at his feet. 
From then on the flowers 
Were noticed to resemble the 
face. This flower was named 
for Saint Veronica.

To Keep a. small child 
from scratching where it 


itches will tax the ingenuity’ 
of any mother. Mitts can be 


tied on the hands of very 
young children. A stiff tube 
over the elbows may help. 
‘The doctor may prescribe “a 
Soothing lotion. Crayons and 
pencils and games that keep 
the hands busy will help. 
‘The best efforts sometimes 
fail, so fingernails should 
be cut short, hands washed 
frequently, and clothes and 
bedding kept fresh and clean 
to avold infection.
